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Several late numbers of THe JouRNAL have 
called vividly to mind incidents that happened 
twenty-five years ago, when I made the acquaint- 
ance of the leading paper-makers of the country: 
Mr. Carew, of South Hadley Falls; Jessup & 
Laflin, of Westfield: Chapin & Gould, of Russel; 
Greenleaf & Taylor, of Huntington; Carsons, 
Chamberlin and Crane & Wilson, of Palton; 
Colt, of Pittsfield; and Brown, of Adams; Plat- 
ner & Smith, Whyte & Hulbert, May & Dean, 
Benton & Garfield, of Lee; Owen, of South Lee; 
Jessup & Moore, of Philadelphia: and a host of 
other worthies, many of whom or their descend- 
ants are in active business at the old mill sites. 
Weston, of Dalton, now among the foremost of 
his class, was then at “ the Huddle” in Lee, with 
Platner & Smith, and ‘‘ Uncle Iva” Van Bergan 
was at Turkey Mills, at Hop Brook, in Tyving- 
ham, just under the Shaker Hill, where Brother 
Hillard so well guarded his charge. 

The communications in THE JoURNAL of July 
19 bring out the old discussions of the chemical 
questions, apparently as interesting now as then, 
about the comparative advantages of the tub- 
bleach and the revolving-bleach, and the 
best way to kill the shives and the Turkey- 
reds in the rags, and to stop mildew, pre- 
vent fish-eyes, and two sides to paper; to 
preserve the size, and make it penetrate the 
paper; and how to kill the bleach. 

All of this almost makes me think that all 
these questions are just as rife and rampant as 
they were twenty-five years ago. I had thought 
they were quite put to rest. At that time the 
mechanical appliances for the manufacture of 
paper were so nearly perfect and complete that 
I thought there was little room for improvement 
in that direction. 

I was then convinced that the chemistry of 
paper manufacturing was in its infancy, and I 
should judge that there is yet room for improve- 
ment in that direction. 

In order to obtain a correct knowledge of the 
processes, then followed, of assorting, preparing, 
cleaning, and bleaching paper-stock, or rags, 
gathered, then as now, from all parts of the 
world, permission was obtained of one of 
the leading manufacturers of Lee to enter 
his establishment as an observer for a few 
weeks. Ithink this was in the year of 1853 
or 1854. 

I found that the usual practice of preparing 
colored rags, and, to a certain extent, Italian 
white rags, consisted in removing the buttons, 
needles, pins and the woolen rags, and in open- 
ing the hems, and cutting the larger pieces to 
smaller. After these operaticns the selected 
portions were thrown into a bio, from which 
they were taken to the bleach, so called. 
All kinds of rags, whether of linen or cotton, 
bleached or unbleached, or colored and printed 
calicoes, were thrown into a tub bleach or 
into a revolving bleach, holding from six to 
ten thousand pounds. They were then packed 
so that the bleach would hold as much as 
possible, and subsequently treated to a strong 
boiling solution of lime and soda, the latter in 
small quantities, for some twelve hours. 

This was done, in the language of the mas- 
ters, to kill the coloring: matter and the 
shives attached to the unbleached rags; to re- 
move the grease and to render the rags fit for 
subsequent treating in the engine, which con- 
sisted in washing for the purpose of removing 
such impurities as were soluble in the water, 
and in beating by the engine to half-stock, 
while the chlorine bleach was acting, for the 
purpose of whitening or bleaching the whole 
mass preparatory to emptying it into the half- 
stuff chest. 

The idea seemed to be to kill the coloring 
matter and shives, and pieces of woolen cloth 
that might be in any of the rags. After the 
rags had been reduced to the condition of half- 
stuff (a term well known to paper manufact- 
urers), it was emptied into the half-stuff 
chest, from which it was several days subse- 
quently removed to the beating-engine, where it 
was again washed and_beaten, and then run into 
the stuff-chest, from which it was pumped to 
the machine which spread it into the leaf, 
during which process a portion of the water 
while it was on the wires and felts was ex- 
tracted, and the leaf, after passing over the 
drying cylinders and rolls, was sized, cut and 
made ready for the lofting-room. 

All of these things have reference to the pro- 
duction of writing and ledger papers. A care- 
ful examination of these processes led me to the 
conviction that the course which it was then 
deemed necessary to pursue to kill the shives and 
to kill the coloring matters would kill and ren- 
der of no value certain porti ns of the colored 
stock so effectually that it would never appear 


in the paper made from the stock so treated. In 
other words, this metkod of treating the stock to 
prepare it for the half-stuff chest where the 
bleaching process was to be completed, would 
result in utterly and entirely destroying a large 
portion of the stock intended to be manufact- 
ured into paper. To illustrate: Suppose we un- 
dertake to make paper from a mixture of Tur- 
key-red rags and ordinary colored and common 
white rag stock. The treatment which would 
be necessary, according to the old process, to 
subject the whole amount of stock to in order to 
remove the red color from the Turkey-red rags | 
would certainly destroy—carry into solution— | 
a large portion of the common or white stock. 

This wholesale destruction of valuable mate- 
rial was combated and protested against, but 
any change in the process was opposed by the 
older foremen, who knew little, it may be 
nothing, of the chemistry of fibrous materials, | 
and of the method of discharging colors from 
them. | 

The change which was proposed in the method '! 
of discharging colors was to one correspond- 
ing to that pursued by the printers and dyers, 
but it was opposed by the foremen and man- 
agers for no other reason than that they ‘“‘did 
not know but what something wrong might 
happen if they adopted the plan.” In other 
words, they were content to operate upon 
what they did not know instead of trying to 
find out what other people did know, and of 
working upon that principle. And what did 
chemists and printers and dyers know? They 
knew that coloring materials were held in 
fibrous substances by mordants of earthy or 
metallic salts, and that the true way to dis- 
charge the colors was to dissolve out the 
mordants, when the colors could be readily 
discharged by a weak solution of soda or 
scap. When the printer of calicoes finds a 
misprint, which sometimes occurs with large 
lots of cloths, he runs them through one or 
more baths of acid solutions in warm water, 
which remove the mordants. They are then 
treated with a warm solution of soap or 
alkali, slightly bleached, and reprinted, with- 
out having been injured in weight or strength. 
There is no paper-maker who has long used 
colored rags who does not know to his sorrow 
the loss in weight and strength his stock has 
suffered by reason of the treatment to which 
it has been subjected in a ridiculous effort 
to kill the colors in a strong lime tub or 
revolving bleach. I have been led to the alLove 
remarks about the paper-makers’ method of dis- | 
charging colors by a package of variously col- | 
ored rags now on my laboratory table for 
examination and experimental treatment, sent 
to me by one of the leading paper manufacturers 
in Massachusetts, west of Springfield. 

The results of these experiments, which will | 
show the kinds of acid used, the strength of each 
bath and its temperature, the time of immersion 
of the rags, the strength of the soda solution, of 
the chlorine bleach and the loss in weight of the 
rags reduced to a white condition and their com- 
parative strength, all of which data are of prior 
importance to the manufacturer of paper from 
colored rags, will be of great value to one of the 
most important of our industrial pursuits. But 
I did not commence this article for the purpose 
of writing so much about what I have written 
of as for another purpose, perhaps quite as in- 
teresting to the paper-maker. For what I have 
written I must beg to be excused on the same 
ground that the boy who was caught at an in- 
voluntary whistle in school, and on being ques- | 
tioned and reprimanded, said, he “did not whis- | 
tle, it whistled itself.” 

It almost always occurs that the most valuable 
agents for the accomplishments of results in the 
arts (and without which the objects sought for | 
cannot be attained) are productive of injuries 
against which it is almost impossible to success- | 
fully contend. Homogeneous iron was wanted 
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and demanded. The heat necessary to produce 
itand the means of confining its action upon 
the iron was discovered, but the means then in 
use melted away before the heat as dew disap- 
pears before the sun. The old defects have been 
remedied and the iron is now readily and satis- | 
factorily produced, Sulphuric acid is now easily 
and cheaply produced. But the use of sulphuric 
acid in the production of other acids useful and 
indispensable in the arts is fearfully destructive 
of many of the appliances used in their produc- 
tion. Chloride of lime was necessary to the pro- 
duction of white paper, but how to use it and |

try. How to stop its action on the half-stuff and 
pulp, and on the paper after it was made was 
for a long time a problem of no secondary im- 
portance.

potassa. lt was tried in several mills, and used 
wherever alum was used, and pronounced supe- 
rior to it by the owners. 

I believe the decision was true, for I watched 
the various processes through which the paper 
passed to the sorting of the paper for the mar- 
As soon as my back was turned, under 
one pretext or another, its use was discontinued. 
One instance of this I particularly call to mind, 
and if this article falls under the eye of those 
who now own and operate the mills where it 
occurred, it will, I hoye, be now pleasantly re- 
membered by them. At their request I pre- 
pared a quantity of sulphite of alumina for use 
in the size, went to the mill, saw it used, and 
watched, as we all did, the paper to the sorting- 
board, and it was pronounced unexceptionable. 
The size was white, the paper of better cvlor, 
and sorted a larger percentage of extra and 
No. 1 than when alum was used. Judge of my 
mortification and surprise when, about two 
weeks afterward, | was summoned to the 
mill to examine a quantity of paper that 
had been spoiled by the use of the sulphite 
of alumina, and to account for the damage. 
I lost no time in putting in an appearance, 
with my little trunk of reagents and test 
tubes. I requested to be put in communica- 
tion with the size-maker, with one of the 
owners. A sample of the size that spoiled 
the paper, a sample of size with alum in it, 
and a sample of pure size, were each properly 
labeled and sent to the office, with a sample 
of sulphite of alumina which was said to have 
spoiled the size that spoiled the paper. The 
size-maker, in the meantime, had not been 
lost sight of, and was invited to the office, 
where, in a few moments, it was found that 
the sulphite of alumina had not been put 
into the size. He stood before his owners 
and me a convicted criminal, and when es- 
cape from the proofs became impossible he 
owned up. Whether he was interested in the 
subsequent proceedings for the manufacture 
of size at those mills or not, I do not know, 
but I do know that I was pleasantly and po- 
litely requested to present my bill for time, 
trouble, annoyance and expenses, which has 
never been done; and as this event occurred 
about twenty years ago, I guess it is out- 
lawed, and will say no more about it. 

But the devilishness and pure ‘‘ cussedness” 
of some workmen and foremen is incomprehen- 
sible and sometimes surpasses belief. I have had 
plenty of instances of this kind among my own 
workmen, but it never occurred twice with the 
same individual. In drawing this paper to a 
close I cannot forbear the expression of the con- 
viction that the owner’s knowledge should make 
him independent of that of his workmen, that it 
is my belief that the makers of white papers 
who use chloride of lime cannot afford to forego 
the use of Horsford’s anti-chloride of lime, and 
that there should be a departure from the old 
methods of discharging colors from colored rags 
if the manufacture of white papers therefrom

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Improvement in Pulp Meters for Paper 
Machines. 





The accompanying drawings represent the 
form of an invention for the purpose of regulat- 
ing the supply of pulp fed to the paper machine, 
F is the stuff-box into which the stuff is pumped 
asusual. A is the regulating box provided on 
its sides with trunnions a, supported in the arms 
of a forked scale-beam B, which is pivoted at the 
point c, and provided with a sliding-weight C, 
which is so adjusted as to counterbalance the 
weight of the box A and its contents, when they 
E is the pipe 
which supplies the water by which the consist 
ency of the stuff is regulated. D is a spout 
through which the stuff runs from the stuff-box 
F to the regulating-box A. 

When the machine is at work, its operation is 
as follows: The pulp is pumped as usual into the 
box F, and flows from it through the spout D 
into the regulating-box A. When this box is 


| full, if the pulp is thicker than is desired, its

The Art of Paper-Making. 





FourtH ARTICLE.

The word mill suggests the idea of a building 
or collection of buildings with machinery where 
grinding or some manufacturing process is care 
ried on. 

A paper mill is a mill where paper is made, 
The term shows the genus to which the mill be« 
longs. 

A wrapping-paper mill isa mill where wrap. 
ping-paper is made, This illustrates the species, 

A straw wrapping-paper mill is a mill where 
straw wrapping-paper is made. This designates 
the variety or kind of paper made in that mill, 

This classification to some extent indicates the 
course which must be followed in describing the 
different mills, machinery and methods used in 
the manufacture of the various species and yva- 
rieties of paper. We shall, however, try to 
preserve the relations of the various groups pre+ 
viously mentioned. 

There are only three species of paper, viz., 
wrapping, printing, and writing. Every va 
riety of paper made belongs to the one or the 
other of these species. Wrapping includes every 
variety of coarse or fine paper or paper boards 
used for wrapping up or covering anything, 
Printing includes every variety of paper that 
is printed on, for the purpose of conveying ideas 
or intelligence. Writing includes every variety 
of paper that is used for conveying ideas or in- 
telligence by means of writing with a pen and 
ink. 

There are some varieties of paper which seem 
to be difficult to classify, but a careful considera. 
tion guided by these definitions will place any 
variety in one or other of the species named, 

There is a large quantity of paper of different 
species made directly from vegetable materia], 
such as wood, straw, and from certain grasses, 
Wood is cellular in its structure, and is composed 
of cellulose and anti-cellulose. Cellulose is the 
fibrous part of a plant, which constitutes in part 
the walls of the cells. Chemically it consists of 
carbon, hydrogen and oxygen. 

Anti-cellulose is what may bs termed the 
cement which holds or binds the whole structure 
together, it is made up mostly of acids. Thus 
paper itself may, in a measure, be said to be 
composed of cellulose and anti-cellulose. The 
fibre is pure cellulose, while the size, clay, alum, 
etc. may very aptly be called the anti-cellulose, 
But, as paper is felted, not cellular, in its struct- 
ure, when wood is made into paper a cellular 
tissue is converted into a felted tissue. This ig 
accomplished by breaking down the cellular 
tissue, reducing it to a fibrous pulp, diluting i 
with water, running it over a mold in a thin 
stream, where its fibres are felted together, 
Being deprived of its water at the same time, i 
becomes the thin sheet of felted tissue which we 
call paper. This breaking down of the cellular 
tissue is accomplished either by chemical means 
or by mechanical and chemical means combined, 

Let it be noted here that this cellular tissue 
consists of cellulose and anti cellulose, and that 
all fine white paper is made of pure cellulose, 
It is now evident that the first step looking to- 
ward producing a fine white paper from wood 
is to separate the cellulose from the anti-cellv 
lose thoroughly and without injury, and that 
these constituent parts of the wood are so vely 
intimately combined the one with the other 
that their separation by mechanical means is an 
impoasibility. 

For the purpose of producing a fibre from 
wood by a combination of chemical and me- 
chanical means, the wood is soaked, boiled or 
digested in water or a weak alkaline solution 
until soft. Itis then crushed and ground to a 
fibrous pulp. By this means a very good, strong, 
dark-colored pulp is obtained, but it cannot be 
bleached white. It is simply wood torn or 
ground into fine shreds. 

To prepare cellulose from pine wood, the wood, 
cut into chips half an inch to three-quarters of 
an inch in length, is put into a digester, capable 
of sustaining a high pressure. Caustic soda is 
then run in until it fills the digester to within 
two feet of the top. It is then submitted to a 
steam pressure of 150 pounds to the square inch, 
and kept under that pressure for six hours, A 
rotary pump is provided to receive the lye from 
the lower end of the digester and throw it

This question has been frequently put to me 
in a variety of forms. One paper-maker asks, 
What is the lowest density of waste seda lye 
that will pay to evaporate’ Another, How 
many pounds of soda per gallon, or per cubic 
foot, must spent lye contain to make it profita- 
ble to evaporate? Others, Will rag lye pay? 
Will jute lye pay? Will esparto lye pay, with 
coal at 17s. 6d. per ton? The questions them- 
selves, when taken collectively, show that there 
are a variety of circumstances which affect the 
inquiry, and I have been obliged in every case 
to answer such questions in a characteristically 
Scotch fashion, viz., by asking another, or 
rather others. I must be informed as to the 
number of gallons required to be evaporated per 
ton of raw material boiled, and the quantity of 
soda used in the operation; the quality and cost 
of the fuel available; the nature of the evapo- 
rating plant proposed to be used; whether 
steady skilled furnace men are available, and 
whether they are to bave any pecuniary inter- 
est in aiming at maximum results. That infor- 
mation upon all of these points is important, if 
not essential, will appear from a consideration 
of the bearings of each. First, however, let me 
say, regarding density, that while that physical 
property no doubt givesa useful indication of 
the probable value of the liquid to be dealt witb, 
it cannot be taken as the sole basis upon which 
to decide the question.

“Scooping”’ an Invention,

One of your correspondents inquires if there is 
not a story connected with the starting of the 
sizing and drying machine at the Valley Field 
(Scotland) Paper Mill. Perhaps the following 
incident is what he refers to: 

One of the journeymen employed on the size- 
tub conceived the idea of making a machine that 
would do this hard and disagreeable work. He 
had a working model made, and experimented 
with it at night in his own house. One night, 
while he was at work on it, with one of his sons, 
a lad of eight or nine years of age, turning it, 
the room door opened, and the millwright and 
foreman of the mill walked into the room, and, 
to use the words of the lad, now a paper-maker 
in the States, ‘‘ that was the last I saw of the 
sizing machine.”

Query.—What is the best apparatus for drying 
anin:al-sized paper on the machine by hot 
air 

Ans.—Animal-sized paper should not be sized 
and dried in the room in which it is made, as 
the air in that room, being heavily charged 
with moisture taken up from the first drying 
of the paper, is unfit for further drying pur- 
poses. To get the full benefit of the animal 





size it ought to be allowed time to set before 
much drying is attempted. This is best ac- 
compl shed by exposing it to a moderately 
warm, dry air in such a way that the surface 
of the paper will not come in contact with 
anything that will break up or disturb the 
gelatine with which the paper is saturated. 
This result cannot be obtained by allowing 
the paper to lie in bulk after sizing. If the 
paper is not exposed to the action of the air, 
the sizing is more likely to be injured, an 1 the 
paper will be made to smell bad from the de- 
composition of the animal size, which takes 
place if the paper is not dried in a short time 
after sizing. This decomposition is liable to 
occur even after the paper is hung up to dry if 
the loft is crowded too full of wet paper, and 
not sufficiently ventilated. A hard, well-sized, 
sweet-smelling sheet of paper ought to be 
thoroughly saturated with either animal or 
vegetable gelatine with the surplus size 
pressed out, then dried slowly in a moder- 
ately warm, well ventilated room. It will 
be seen from the foregoing that the form of 
the apparatus is of secondary importance. The 
one generally used and most successful con- 
sists of a series of reels, light and open in 
their structure, placed on framework in three 
tiers of about thirty reels in each tier. The 
paper passes from the sizing machine up over 
the drier, passing over its entire length, and 
is then carried by and around the highest 
tier of reels back to the first end of the drying 
machine, returning in the same manner over 
and around the two lowertiers. It is thus 
carried back and forth until it is dried at the 
finishing end of the drying machine. There 
is generally a cast iron drier kept moderately 
warm over which the paper passes, and in 
some cases the paper is cut into sheets with- 
out winding on reels. 


Query.—Is there a remedy to prevent the rust- 
ing of roll bars, or do you know of any com- 
position that will answer the purpose better 
than white lead? 7 

Ans.—We do not know of anything better than 
an occasional coat of good white paint, we do 
not think that much, if any, rust comes from 
the sides of the roll bars, there is more from 
the edge which comes in contact with the 
plate. These two surfaces are continually 
wearing off and all the particles this worn 
off are of course left in the pulp. It is only 
loft-dried paper that shows iron rust. Dis- 
card the dry-loft and use drying machines.

ative to the Importation of Rags Composed in 
Part of Wool.

To Collectors and Other Officers of the Customs: 

The Free List of the Revised Statutes exempts 
froth duty paper stock, crude, of every descrip- 
tion, including rags other than wool. 

Schedule “ L” imposes a duty of 12 cents per 
pound upon woolen rags. 

It has come to the knowledge of this depart- 
ment that rags have been imported as paper 
stock, which of themselves contain a proportion 
of wool, or have a proportion of woolen rags 
mixed in the bales. Rags containing an appre 
ciable quantity of wool will be treated as woolen 


rags, and liable to the duty of 12 cents per 
pound. Where cotton rags are mixed in the 
same bale with veg composed wholly or in part 
of wool, the whole will be treated as woolen 
rags, liable to duty as such, unless they can be 
properly separated at the port of importation 
under the direction of the Customs officers. In 
such cases the proper duty will be assessed upon 
the rags made wholly or in part of wool, and 
the remainder, if found to be entitled to frie 
entry, will be exempted from duty.

4,066.—Caustic Soda in Solution—Duty on. 
Collector of Customs, Philadelphia, Pa.: 

The Department is in receipt of your letter of 
the 28th ultimo, transmitting the appeal [2150/] 
of Messrs. Geo. T. Lewis and Meuzies Co. from 
your decision assessing duty at the rate of 114 
cents per pound on certain caustic soda in solu- 
tion, imported per British Empire, March 26, 
1879. The appellants claim that the article is 
entitled to classification as a preparation of salt, 
not specially provided for, dutiable at the rate 
of 20 percent. ad valorem, The appraiser re- 
turned the article as caustic soda. On anexam- 
ination made under the directions of the De- 


partment, the sample submitted was found to 
consist of a strong sulution of caustic soda in 
water, 37.4 per cent. being soda and the residue 
being water. The Department is of opinion 
that the article is dutiable at the rate assessed 
by you, under the provision of the tariff for 
caustic soda, or under section 2,409, Revised 
Statutes, which requires that on articles manu- 
factured of two or more materials, duties shall 
be assessed at the highest rate to which any of 
the components may be chargeable. Your de- 
cision is therefore affirmed.

not fall within the meaning of the law granting 
aid to railways, central factories, &c., which 
contributed directly to the agricultura] develop- 
ment of Brazil.

Saward’s Coal Trade Journal says: “ The un- 
settled condition of affairs noticed in our last 
edition has continued, and the sales made are 
recorded at less figures than previous to the auc- 
tion sale of two weeks ago. There is no doubt 
as to the cause, and the dealers demand that the 
companies adopt the remedy. There has been 
too much coal put upon the market at the worst 
season of the year. As to the future, there is no 
fear, if the powers that be will adopt the most’ 
convenient method of regulating the supply to 
the demand. In the insane endeavor to make a 
heavy tonnage at the expense of any profit that 
miglt accrue is to be found the cause of the un- 
settled condition of the Anthracite Coal trade at 
the present time. With anything like a fair 
business management there is no one trade in 
the United States that is more capable of yield- 
ing all concerned a greater profit upon the capi- 
tal actually invested. To continue to press coal 
on a market that is as dull as the present is but 
ruin to all concerned. The financial necessities 
of some of the companies are so great that they 
must ship a large quantity of coal, it is stated. 
On a higher price for the commodity to be ob- 
tained by keeping the supply in check, would it 
not be possible for needy concerns to secure 
financial aid more readily and on better terms 
and security than under the present profligate 
system. Trade reports of commodities other 
than coal are favorable to the parties in interest. 
Therefure is it the more surprising to find this 
industry in its present muddled condition. Asa 
commodity, Anthracite is cheap. The value of 
the article is the amount paid in labor for its ex- 
traction and preparation, the expense involved 
in its transportation to the consumer, and 6 per 
cent. on the capital necessary to be invested in 
the plant and means of transit and extraction. 
Trade at Boston and tke eastward quiet; An- 
thracite dull, considerable coal being offered on 
the market. It is expected that considerable 
coal will be shipped out of Pittsburg during this 
month; the reports are favorable for another 
rise.” Quotations at tide water are: Lump, 
$2.75; Broken, $2.75; Egg, $2.80; Stove, $3.05, 
and Chestnut, #3.
